SUBJECT: SAN TOMAS AQUINO/SARATOGA CREEK TRAIL REACH 6 PROJECT

RECOMMENDATION

Report on bids and take appropriate action based on the evaluation of bids for the San Tomas

Aquino/Saratoga Creek Trail Reach 6 Project, and approval of a five percent contingency.
CEQA: Addendum to Negative Declaration, PP03-03-084, March 27, 2003.

BACKGROUND

Reach 6 of the San Tomas Aquino/Saratoga Creek Trail, located in the western part of San José,
parallels Saratoga Creek from Bollinger Road to Castle Glen Drive (map attached). The project
includes an eight-foot-wide paved bicycle/pedestrian trail 0.6 miles long, an eight-foot-wide
compacted base rock spur trail 0.5 miles long, a pedestrian/bicycle bridge, planting, irrigation
and miscellaneous site amentities.

Construction is scheduled to begin in May with completion in February 2005.

ANALYSIS
A supplemental memo will be provided after bids are opened on March 11, 2004.

Council Policy provides for a standard contingency of five percent on public works parks
projects. The standard contingency is appropriate for this project.
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PUBLIC OUTREACH

To solicit contractors, this project was listed on the City’s Internet Bid Line and advertised in the
San José Post Record. Bid packages for all Department of Public Works construction projects
are provided to various contractor organizations and builder’s exchanges.

COORDINATION

This project and memo have been coordinated with the City Attorney’s Office, the City
Manager’s Budget Office and the Departments of Planning, Building and Code Enforcement and
General Services.
